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claimed in claims 12-16, classified in Class 709, subclass 231 and further lacked the 
interconnecting an object streaming apparatus into existing network interconnection apparatus 
utilizing an ingress and an egress gateways to perform emulation (claim 1 8) and traffic filtering 
(claim 25) for data traffic controlling particulars as claimed in claims 17-25, classified in Class 
370, subclass 401. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

2) Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and because the search 
required for each group is different and not co-extensive for examination purpose because these 
groups would require different searches on PTO's classification class and subclass e.g. 

a) the Group I search (1-11) would require use of search classified in Class 709, subclass 248,
